There has been long recognized in political circles in this country 


an unwritten law that forbade men from 
holding 
office 
more than two 


consecutive terms 
Under the old convention system it w as an iron clad 


rule, party m achinery being proof against any efforts to protract tenure 


of office beyond the period countenanced by precedent. 


Under our new prim ary system of 
nominations, 
however, 
that 
rule 


bids fair to become obsolete. 
Infraction of it is made possible by the fact 


that there is no m ethod of preventing 
the 
aspiring “ third-term er” from 


again becom ing a candidate. 
Given the necessary signers -for his petition, 


he cannot be deterred from running, and if his popularity is eqqal to the 


occasion, he will be nominated. 


T h e arguments pro and con relative to the good or evil to result from 


this state of affairs are strong enough either w ay to make a respectable 


appearance. 
W hile T h e Tribune has not believed in third term s feeling 


that, from a party standpoint, long tenure of office tends to overload 


some party w orkers with favors while it deprives other deserving parti­ 


sans of well earned reward, it cannot be denied that from the standpoint 


of utility the long-term cr has the better of it. 
W ith grow th of experi 


ence the official becom es more valuable— that cannot be questioned. 


T h e most interesting thing about it all is the alacrity with w hich the 


people accepted the elimination of the two-term rule in L a Crosse coun­ 


ty. 
Punch Robertson and James Thom pson, both exceptionally capable 


men, based their cam paigns in part on the 
theory 
that 
those 
opposing 


them respectively for nomination had already had at least the custom ary 


tw o terms and should not ask more. 
N ot only w ere both defeated, but 


in the case of clerk of court Smith, to w hom the office cam e as an heir­ 


loom, and G eorge W righ t, a third-termer, both ran ahead of their im 


m ensely popular antagonist. 
Bill Duncan, also a third-termer, gave H arry 


Palm er a good chase for the nomination for sheriff. 
Rawlinson for coun ­ 


ty clerk, and Bosshard for district attorney, w ere both elected in the face 


of strong anti third term cam paigns. 


These same experiences have been met with in other states that have 


adopted a prim ary system . 
O ver in Minnesota, under the new prim ary 


election law, the change in sentim ent is recorded by the St. Paul Dispatch 


which in discussing it enumerates som e conditions that prevail here. 
It 


says: 


“ W hen O liver T w ist held up his little bowl and asked for more, the 
presiding officer, w ho dispensed the gruel, jrom ptiy knocked him down 
with the ladle 
In the old days of local nominating conventions, the third 
term aspirant met with similar treatment, the patriots ‘knocking’ him with 
great unanimity. 
W h o ever the tertium quid he was badly chewed up. 
“ Som ehow that cardinal principle of the convention ethics does not 
seem to have com m ended itself to the people since they have been m a k ­ 
ing the nominations themselves. 
In vain the 
jealous 
politician, whose 
opponent is running for a third term. quotes the unwritten law w hich has 
becom e obsolete; in vain he invokes the vengeance of a 
deity 
defunct. 
Perhaps the difference is to be found in the respective mental attitudes 
of the politician awaiting a turn and the voter choosing his candidate; 
of politicians prorating patronage pie and citizens selecting civil servants. 
T h e average citizen who is not seeking office himself does not care w heth­ 
er the candidate has had tw o or m ore terms or not if he is otherwise suit­ 
able: in fact, experience in the office is an element of strength to the can­ 
didate. 
“ Even in convention days the office of city 
comptroller 
seems 
to 


have been an excepted case for the anti-third-termers. 
When the people 


were convinced that they had an absolutely safe and efficient man there, 


the popular demand and pressure for keeping him there was too strong 


for the politicians. 
“ One reason for that exception is that the office of city comptroller, 


like that of county auditor, is not a fee office, and in both those offices 


the official, if a good man, really earns all the pay he gets. 
In each of 


these offices, especially that of county auditor, the duties are so multi­ 
farious, the m achinery so intricate, that, leaving the question of honesty 


aside, it is undesirable for good service to the public to be making changes 
often. 
• 


“The ship-of-state is an old simile, but very suggestive in this con­ 


nection. 
A sailor makes his first long voyage rated as a ‘green hand.* Next 


time, if he has labored and learned as he should, he may ship as an ‘ordi­ 


nary seaman.* 
Perhaps he never gets beyond that rating, but if he is ear­ 
nest to learn all a sailor's duties he may atfer two or three years’ ser­ 


vice qualify as an ‘able seaman.’ 
Now. it is very essential that such a ship 


of state as the county auditor’s office should be in charge of an ‘able 
seaman.’ 
If our policy is to be to develop a man into an ‘able seaman’ 


and then throw him overboard, it does not appear that we are furnishing 


a very strong incentive to professional improvement or the faithful dis­ 


charge of duty. 
If we find the ship on her beam-ends. as she has been, 


or the victim of pirates, as she has been, such would be the natural fruit 
of that policy.”

QUEBEC, Que., Sept. 10.—The In­ 
ternational Congress of Americanists 
was formally opened in this city to­ 
day with eminent scientists in attend­ 
ance from many parts of Europe and 
America. 
The work of the congress 
has reference to the native races of 
America, their 
origin, 
geographical 
distribution, history, physical charac­ 
te rise s, languages, civilization, myth­ 
ology, religions, morals 
and 
habits; 
also to the indigenous 
monuments 
and the archaeology of America, and 
the history of the discovery and Eu­ 
ropean occupancy of the New’ World. 
The congress was founded at Nancy 
in 1875 and the present session is the 
fifteenth. 
The society constitutes a 
centre around which may meet all 
those who are interested in and de­ 
vote their attention to the ancient 
history and the archaeology of the 
New W brid, to submit their work and 
make known the results of their in­ 
vestigations and discoveries. The ex­ 
istence and work of the society has 
given an impetus to both public and 
private scientific missions in the two 
Americas. The monuments and man­ 
uscripts of the oldest occupants of the 
different parts of the continent are 
more systematically studied than ever 
before, and many problems but re­ 
cently considered obscure have been 
definitely solved. 
Among the members of the society 
who have contributed the most 
to 
the progress made iii the studies for 
which it was instituted is the Duke de 
Loubat of Paris. 
So enthusiastic i> 
he in connection with the work of 
archaelogical research 
that not con­ 
tent with merely giving prizes and 
founding chairs,, he pays large 
sums 
to travelers sent out by him to take 
photographs and casts of the grand 
ruins of Mexico and Central America. 
He has had many of the more impor­ 
tant pieces of Indian sculpture repro­ 
duced at great expense for the benefit 
of public museums, and he places in 
the hands of all who take an earnest 
interest in the dead civilizations 
of 
the New World, copies of the Mexi­ 
can codices with colored lac similes.

These same experiences have been met with in other states that have 


adopted a primary system. 
Over in Minnesota, under the new primary 


election law. the change in sentiment is recorded by the St. Paul Dispatch 


which in discussing it enumerates some conditions that prevail here. 
It 


says: 


“ When Oliver Twist held up his little bowl and asked for more, the 
presiding officer, who dispensed the gruel, jromptiy knocked him down 
with the ladle 
In the old days of local nominating conventions, the third 
term aspirant met with similar treatment, the patriots ‘knocking’ him with 
great unanimity. 
Whoever the tertium quid he was badly chewed up. 
“ Somehow that cardinal principle of the convention ethics does not 
seem to have commended itself to the people since they have been mak­ 
ing the nominations themselves. 
In vain the 
jealous 
politician, whose 
opponent is running for a third term, quotes the unwritten law which has 
become obsolete; in vain he invokes the vengeance of a 
deity 
defunct. 
Perhaps the difference is to be found in the respective mental attitudes 
of the politician awaiting a turn and the voter choosing his candidate; 
of politicians prorating patronage pie and citizens selecting civil servants. 
The average citizen who is not seeking office himself does not care wheth­ 
er the candidate has had two or more terms or not if he is otherwise suit­ 
able: in fact, experience in the office is an element of strength to the can­ 
didate. 
“ Even in convention days the office of city 
comptroller 
seems 
to 
have been an excepted case for the anti-third-termers. 
When the people 
were convinced that they had an absolutely safe and efficient man there, 
the popular demand and pressure for keeping him there was too strong 
for the politicians. 
“ One reason for that exception is that the office of city comptroller, 
like that of county auditor, is not a fee office, and in both those offices 
the official, if a good man. really earns all the pay he gets. 
In each of 
these offices, especially that of county auditor, the duties are so multi­ 
farious, the machinery so intricate, that, leaving the question of honesty 
aside, it is undesirable for good service to the public to be making changes 
often. 
• 
“ The ship-of-state is an old simile, but very suggestive in this con­ 
nection. 
A sailor makes his first long voyage rated as a ‘green hand.* Next 
time, if he has labored and learned as he should, he may ship as an ‘ordi­ 
nary seaman.* 
Perhaps he never gets beyond that rating, but if he is ear­ 
nest to learn all a sailor's duties he may atfer two or three years’ ser­ 
vice qualify as an ‘able seaman.’ 
Now, it is very essential that such a ship 
of state as the county auditor’s office should be in charge of an ‘able 
seaman.’ 
If our policy is to be to develop a man into an ‘able seaman’ 
and then throw him overboard, it does not appear that we are furnishing 
a very strong incentive to professional improvement or the faithful dis­ 
charge of duty. 
If we find the ship on her beam-ends. as she has been, 
or the victim of pirates, as she has been, such would be the natural fruit 
of that policy.”

QU LB EC, Que., Sept. j o .—The In­ 
ternational Congress of Americanists 
was formally opened in this city to­ 
day with eminent scientists in attend­ 
ance from many parts of Europe and 
America. 
The work of the congress 
has reference to the native races of 
America, their 
origin, 
geographical 
distribution, history, physical charac- 
terist-cs, languages, civilization, myth- 
ology, religions, morals 
and 
habits; 
also to the indigenous 
monuments 
and the archaeology of America, and 
the history of the discovery and Eu­ 
ropean occupancy of the New' World. 
The congress was founded at Nancy 
in 1875 and the present session is the 
fifteenth. 
The society constitutes a 
centre around which may meet all 
those who are interested in and de­ 
vote their attention to the ancient 
history and the archaeology of the 
New W brid, to submit their w'ork and 
make known the results of their in­ 
vestigations and discoveries. 
The ex­ 
istence and work of the society has 
given an impetus to both public and 
private scientific missions in the two 
Americas. 
The monuments and man­ 
uscripts of the oldest occupants of the 
different parts of the continent are 
more systematically studied than ever 
before, and many problems but re­ 
cently considered obscure have been 
definitely solved. 
Among the members of the society 
who have contributed the most 
to 
the progress made in the studies for 
which it was instituted is the Duke de 
Loubat of Paris. 
So enthusiastic is 
he in connection with the w’ork of 
archaelogical research that not con­ 
tent with merely giving prizes and 
founding chairs,, he pays large 
sums 
to travelers sent out by him to take 
photographs and casts of the grand 
ruins of Mexico and Central America. 
He has had many of the more impor­ 
tant pieces of Indian sculpture repro­ 
duced at great expense for the benefit 
of public museums, and he places in 
the hands of all who take an earnest
